Animal  Industry 

The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  designs  and  enforces  those  Agri- 
cultural Department  programs  and  regulations  which  will  most  effec- 
tively prevent,  control  and  eradicate  transmissible  diseases  of  livestock 
and  poultry.  These  endeavors  are  state  and  federal  cooperative  pro- 
grams and  are  promulgated  to  completely  eliminate  health  hazards  to 
livestock  and  poultry,  not  only  in  our  state,  but  on  a  regional  and 

national  basis.  . 

The  current  programs  and  methods  have  been  very  effective,  having 
completely  eliminated  such  diseases  as  sheep  scabies,  vesicular  ex- 
anthema and  foot-and-mouth  disease;  and  reducing  incidences  of 
many  others  to  very  low  levels.  Our  ultimate  goal  must  be  complete 
eradication  in  order  to  protect  the  large  investment  of  our  livestock 
and  poultry  industry,  thus  safeguarding  and  insuring  adequate  and 
wholesome  food  supplies  for  our  population.  We  can  ill  afford  to  con- 
tinue losing  large  sums  of  money  while  living  with  hazardous  con- 
ditions when  we  have  the  knowledge  and  methods  at  our  disposal  for 
complete  elimination. 

The  Bureau  continually  works  with  those  in  the  fields  of  veterinary 
and  allied  research  and  education  to  keep  our  programs  abreast  of 
the  most  recent  knowledge  and  methods. 

The  United  States  Livestock  Sanitary  Association,  with  representa- 
tives from  all  fifty  states,  provides  the  leadership  and  the  coordinating 
force  behind  national  programs.  This  organization  deserves  much  of 
the  credit  for  the  present  status  of  our  regulatory  programs  in  the 
nation's  animal  industry. 


Bureau  of 

Foods  and  Chemistry 

When  you  buy  food  and  beverages  at  your  local  grocery  store,  you 
have  a  right  to  expect  them  to  be  tasty,  wholesome,  of  good  quality, 
nutritious,  and  prepared  under  sanitary  conditions. 

The  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Chemistry  is  on  the  job  to  make  certain 
the  foods  you  buy:  (1)  Will  not  cause  illness,  (2)  Will  not  contain 
foreign  matter,  (3)  Will  not  be  an  economic  cheat.  In  carrying  out 
this  work,  the  Bureau  examines  more  than  6,500  food  samples  a  year. 

Most  of  the  violations  for  which  processors  and  retailers  are  cited 
are  either  accidental  or  of  an  economic  nature,  rather  than  instances 
of  deliberate  adulteration. 

In  buying  his  raw  materials,  such  as  animal  feed,  lime,  and  fer- 
tilizer for  producing  food  and  fiber,  the  farmer  depends  on  the  guar- 
antee of  the  manufacturer.  Nearly  20,000  laboratory  tests  are  made 
annually  by  the  Feed  and  Fertilizer  Division  to  check  these  guarantees. 

In  addition  to  the  General  Food  Law,  the  Bureau  enforces  specific 
laws  relating  to  ice  cream,  bakery  products,  sausage,  oleomargarine, 
soft  drinks,  animal  feed,  fertilizer,  pesticides,  and  lime.  Many  of 
these  laws  require  registration  and  licensing.  The  Bureau  issues  ap- 
proximately 35,000  licenses,  permits,  and  certificates  of  registration 
each  year. 

The  Division  of  Milk  Sanitation  annually  issues  more  than  3,000 
permits  to  dairies  in  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  states  which  sell 
milk  in  Pennsylvania.  These  plants  are  inspected  regularly  by  the 
Bureau.  Employees  of  dairies  are  certified  to  inspect  dairy  farms  to 
see  that  cows  and  milk  are  being  handled  in  a  manner  to  insure  rigid 
standards  of  quality. 

Samples  of  food,  animal  feed,  fertilizer,  and  agricultural  limestone 
are  collected  by  agents  of  the  Bureau  throughout  the  state  for  analysis 
in  the  Bureau's  laboratory.  New  laboratory  facilities,  in  the  new 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  Building  at  2301  North 
Cameron  Street,  Harrisburg,  were  occupied  in  September  1964.  These 
facilities  include  modern  equipment  for  the  chemical  analysis  of  food, 
feed,  fertilizer,  and  liming  materials  and  a  special  laboratory  for  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  ice  cream,  and  other  dairy 
products. 
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Bureau  of 

Markets 

The  Bureau  of  Markets,  as  the  name  implies,  is  primarily  concerned 
with  developing  plans  and  programs  to  assist  in  the  orderly  and  effec- 
tive marketing  of  Pennsylvania  farm  products.  In  carrying  out  this 
function,  the  Bureau  provides  a  broad  range  of  services  that  include: 

1.  Providing  counsel  and  assistance  to  farmer,  processing  and 
distribution  organizations  and  individuals. 

2.  Compiling  and  distributing  timely  information  on  the  supply, 
demand,  movement  and  prevailing  prices  of  farm  products. 

3.  Assisting  in  the  coordination  of  efforts  of  various  commodity 
marketing  groups. 

The  Bureau  also  is  responsible  for  enforcing  rules  and  regulations 
pertaining  to  the  grading  and  inspection  of  farm  products  and  services. 
Essentially,  this  phase  of  the  Bureau's  activity  is  directed  toward  as- 
suring consumers  consistent  high  quality  in  the  food  they  buy.  Quality 
guides  are  provided  farmers,  processors  and  distributors,  and  stand- 
ards are  maintained  for  grading  and  certification  of  various  farm  prod- 
ucts, including  livestock  and  poultry. 

The  Bureau  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  State  fresh  egg  law; 
the  marking  laws  for  potatoes,  apples,  peaches,  pears  and  grapes; 
and  the  law  pertaining  to  filing  of  reports  by  farmer  cooperatives. 

Other  functions  include:  Licensing  produce  dealers;  operation  and 
inspection  of  the  National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan  and  the  Na- 
tional Turkey  Improvement  Plan;  operation  and  official  compilation 
of  data  in  the  Pennsylvania  egg  laying  test. 

In  addition,  the  Bureau  of  Markets  is  responsible  for  administration 
of  the  disbursement  of  state  and  local  fair  funds. 
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Bureau  of 

Plant  Industry 

Agricultural  and  vegetable  seeds  offered  for  sale  on  the  market  are 
checked  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  for  purity  and  germination 
and  also  for  the  presence  of  weed  seeds.  The  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act 
further  requires  proper  labeling  of  seed  offered  for  sale. 

Recent  increases  in  acreage  yield  of  grain  crops  and  potatoes  are 
due  partly  to  the  availability  of  superior  crop  seeds  furnished  through 
the  seed  certification  service  of  this  Bureau. 

All  of  the  nurseries  of  the  state  are  inspected  each  year  and  those 
free  of  plant  pests  are  officially  certified  by  the  state.  Where  pests 
are  found,  prompt  treatment  for  their  control  is  a  requirement  for 
certification.  This  insures  that  purchasers  of  Pennsylvania  grown  stock 
will  get  good,  vigorous  ornamental  or  fruit  plants. 

Statewide  surveys  are  made  to  determine  the  presence  or  abundance 
of  plant  pests  known  to  exist  in  the  state  such  as  stem  rust;  Japanese 
beetle;  oak  wilt  disease;  gypsy  moth;  Eastern  tent  caterpillar  and 
fall  web  worms.  Surveys  are  also  made  for  pests  of  potential  economic 
importance,  such  as  the  cereal  leaf  beetle  and  the  European  chafer. 

The  results  of  survey  programs  set  in  motion  control  measures  where 
plant  pest  infestations  are  of  sufficient  severity  to  warrant  the  action. 
A  state  quarantine  area  may  be  established  until  the  pest  is  brought 
under  control.  If  the  pest  gets  out  of  control,  the  state  quarantine  may 
be  dropped  and  a  federal  quarantine  established  as  was  the  case  with 
the  Japanese  beetle  quarantine  many  years  ago. 

All  known  colonies  of  bees  are  inspected  as  an  aid  to  beekeepers  m 
the  control  of  the  devastating  brood  diseases.  Colonies  found  with 
diseases  are  ordered  treated  or  destroyed.  The  incidence  of  foulbrood 
has  been  reduced  to  less  than  2  per  cent. 
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State  Farm  Show 


The  1965  Pennsylvania  State  Farm  Show  was  keyed  to  the  theme, 
"Agribusiness— Keystone  for  the  New  Pennsylvania."  In  this  light, 
the  Farm  Show  helped  emphasize  the  growing  importance  of  Agribusi- 
ness to  Pennsylvania's  prosperity,  and  the  basic  role  of  agriculture 
in  relation  to  other  industries. 

The  annual  Farm  Show  helps  illustrate  for  the  general  public  this 
relationship  as  well  as  the  rapid  changes  taking  place  m  agriculture. 
It  is  an  excellent  educational  tool  for  all  ages  and  walks  of  life.  _ 

Lack  of  available  exhibit  space,  however,  limits  the  opportunities 
of  many  farmers  and  commercial  exhibitors  to  display  products  and 
compete  in  the  show.  .  . 

In  the  competitive  show,  a  total  of  $63,683.50  was  offered  m  27 
departments.  Cash  awards  to  3,764  exhibitors  was  $52,359.70,  the 
highest  amount  ever  won  by  Farm  Show  competitors. 

The  Farm  Show  is  conducted  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Farm 
Products  Show  Commission.  Serving  the  Commission  in  an  advisory 
capacity  is  the  Farm  Show  Committee  that  is  made  up  of  representa- 
tives of  56  different  farm  organizations. 

Including  four  state  sponsored  shows— the  All-American  Dairy 
Show,  Junior  Dairy  Show,  Livestock  Exposition  and  Farm  Show- 
approximately  40  events  are  held  annually  in  the  Farm  Show  Building 
which  covers  an  area  of  13  to  14  acres  all  under  one  roof. 

The  1966  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show,  scheduled  for  the  week  of 
January  10,  will  mark  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  event  and  depict 
50  years  of  progress  in  Pennsylvania  agriculture. 


Soil  and  Water  Conservation 


The  State  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Commission  has  been  created 
as  an  agency  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  by  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  Also  contained  in 
the  same  act  is  the  authorization  for  the  establishment  of  local  soil 
and  water  conservation  districts. 

The  purpose  of  this  act,  which  is  identified  as  Act  217,  Soil  and 
Water  Conservation  District  Law  is  "to  provide  for  the  conservation 
of  the  soil  and  soil  resources  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  for  the 
control  and  prevention  of  soil  erosion,  and  thereby  to  preserve  natural 
resources;  assist  in  the  control  of  floods;  prevent  impairment  of  dams 
and  reservoirs;  assist  in  maintaining  the  navigability  of  rivers  and 
harbors;  preserve  wildlife;  preserve  the  tax  base;  protect  public  lands; 
and  protect  and  promote  the  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of  the 
people  of  the  Commonwealth." 

The  State  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Commission  is  composed  of 
six  members  as  follows — the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  who  is  the 
chairman;  the  Secretary  of  Forests  and  Waters;  the  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Agriculture  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  University,  and  three 
farmer  members  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  District 
Law  in  1945,  sixty-two  of  Pennsylvania's  sixty-seven  counties  have 
been  declared  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Districts.  The  conserva- 
tion practices  which  have  been  completed  under  district  sponsored 
programs  would  require  much  more  space  to  tell  about  than  is  allotted 
here.  Many  of  these  practices  speak  for  themselves  and  are  very 
noticeable  to  even  a  casual  observer  as  he  travels  through  our  state. 
A  rather  striking  conservation  scene  is  shown  in  the  photograph  above. 

With  the  rapid  increase  in  population  that  has  been  occurring  and 
will  apparently  continue,  conservation  of  our  natural  resources  is  one 
of  the  most  important  problems  facing  our  state  and  nation  today. 
This  fact  has  been  particularlv  emphasized  by  our  recognition  that 
natural  resources  of  water  and  rural  areas  are  so  closely  allied  with 
recreation  and  the  realization  that  unless  these  resources  are  preserved 
and  used  wisely,  future  generations  will  suffer  because  of  the  failure 
of  the  present  generation  to  act.  Water  shortage  and  water  quality 
are  two  problems  that  are  receiving  increasing  attention,  too. 
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Crop  Reporting  Service 


The  Pennsylvania  Crop  Reporting  Service  is  a  cooperative  operation 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Statistical 
Reporting  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Its  primary 
function  and  responsibility  is  to  serve  as  the  fact  finding  and  research 
agency  for  both  departments.  _ 

It  is  responsible  for  collecting,  analyzing  and  disseminating  agricul- 
tural facts  for  and  within  the  Commonwealth.  In  addition,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Service  conducts  special  surveys  on  production  and  market- 
ing practices.  . 

In  June  and  November  of  each  year  trained  interviewers  obtain 
information  from  farmers  in  scientifically  selected  sample  areas  to 
augment  data  obtained  from  mailed  inquiries.  For  some  surveys,  au- 
tomatic data  processing  is  used  to  speed  handling  of  reports.  The 
service  issues  a  weekly  broiler  report,  a  weekly  weather  and  crop 
summary  during  the  growing  season,  monthly  reports  on  milk  and 
egg  production,  prices  received  and  paid  by  farmers,  animal  slaughter, 
and  chicks  hatched.  During  the  growing  season  monthly  reports  cover 
the  progress  of  vegetable,  fruit,  potato,  tobacco  and  gram  production. 
Periodic  reports  on  livestock  inventories,  maple  sirup,  honey,  calf, 
lamb,  wool  and  pig  crops  are  also  provided. 

Current  as  well  as  historic  agricultural  statistics  are  essential  to 
many  well  managed  business  enterprises.  They  are  useful  to  farmers, 
legislators,  agricultural  leaders,  manufacturers,  transportation  com- 
panies, processors,  storage  facilities  operators,  research  workers  and 
many  other  allied  agricultural  interests. 

Approximately  15,000  farm  operators  serve  as  the  backbone  of  this 
agency  by  voluntarily  supplying  timely  information  from  the  farm 
front.  Also  important  is  the' cooperation  given  by  handlers  of  farm 
products,  dealers  in  farm  services  and  supplies,  marketing  and  proces- 
sing firms,  banks  and  general  businesses.  With  the  assistance  of  all 
these  segments  of  the  agricultural  economy,  accurate  and  up-to-date 
information  is  readily  available  on  a  statewide  and  a  county  basis. 
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Harness  Racing  Commission 


The  State  Harness  Racing  Commission  has  general  jurisdiction  over 
Pennsylvania's  newest  sports  activity,  pari-mutuel  harness  racing.  It 
is  responsible  for  licensing  corporations,  associations  and  all  persons 
who  conduct  or  participate  in  harness  racing  with  pari-mutuel  wager- 
ing in  Pennsylvania. 

In  the  first  two  seasons  of  pari-mutuel  racing  in  Pennsylvania,  1963 
and  1964,  almost  two  and  a  half  million  people  attended  meetings  that 
provided  150  days  of  racing  each  year.  As  a  result  of  this  activity, 
the  Commonwealth  derived  revenue  totaling  $7,471,582.74  in  the  two- 
year  period. 

The  Pennsylvania  program  gained  widespread  recognition  from  the 
public  and  horsemen  for  the  high  quality  of  racing  presented  by  three 
associations  at  two  tracks  operating  in  the  state.  A  third  track  was 
under  construction  in  1965  where  a  fourth  licensed  association  will 
hold  its  meets. 

In  addition  to  an  efficient  security  program  that  has  been  recognized 
by  many  racing  interests,  Pennsylvania  also  was  responsible  for  in- 
troduction of  a  synthetic  track  surface  that  permits  racing  under  all 
weather  conditions.  The  all-weather  track  was  installed  at  The 
Meadows  in  Washington  County.

The  State  is  rectangular  in  shape  and  about  302  miles  long  by  176 i  wide  It 
coSnslfelS  sequareSm.les,  or  28,828  000  acres  of  land  area,  and  -  f^thnd 
in  size  among  the  states.  It  is  not  quite  as  large  as  New  Yoik  but  a  little  larger 
1LT  VngS  and  is  more  than  twice  as  large  as  New  Jersey,  Delaware  and 
Maryland  put  together. 

TOPOGRAPHY 

Pennsylvania  as  is  the  case  in  most  Atlantic  States,  has  comparatively  level 
lands  in  the  east  and  is  more  mountainous  in  the  central  and  western  sections. 
The  elevation  of  the  land  varies  from  less  than  one  hundred  feet  above  sea  evel 
in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State  to  approximately  three  thousand  feet  at  the 
summit  of  some  of  the  ridges  in  the  Allegheny  Mountains. 

The  Piedmont  province,  one  of  three  topographic  provinces  crossing  the  State 
takes  in  all  the  land  southeast  of  South  Mountain.  The  second  is  the  Ridge  and 
Valley  province  in  the  central  section  of  the  State.  It  is  large! y  i =ta« 
the  west.  The  topography  consists  of  many  long  ridges  of  1,000  and  1,500  feet 
high  separating  many  beautiful  and  fertile  valleys.  The  largest  valleys  are  the 
Nittany  and  the  Kisnacoquillas.  The  Allegheny  Mountain  and  Plateau  province 
lies  to' the  west  and  north  of  the  Ridge  and  Valley  province  and  covers  about 
two-thirds  of  the  entire  area  of  Pennsylvania.  The  streams  and  the  valleys  of 
this  western  section  wind  in  all  directions,  and  the  surface  is  a  maze  of  hills  and 
valleys,  quite  high  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  province  but  becoming  gently  rolling 
in  the  west. 

CLIMATE 

Pennsylvania  is  in  that  part  of  the  United  States  having  comparatively  heavy 
rainfall  It  is  heaviest  over  most  of  the  State  during  the  spring  and  summer 
months,  just  when  it  will  do  most  good  for  the  growing  of  crops.  The  State  is 
in  the  zone  of  prevailing  westerly  winds.  Throughout  most  of  the  State  the  wind 
blows  chiefly  from  the  northwest  in  winter  and  from  the  southwest  during  the 
summer,  except  when  disturbed  by  storms.  Annual  precipitation  averages  42 
inches. 

AGRICULTURAL  OPPORTUNITIES 

Agribusiness— agriculture  and  its  allied  enterprises— is  Pennsylvania's  major 
industry.  Its  importance  is  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  approximately  43  per 
cent  of  the  wage  earners  in  Pennsylvania  now  derive  all  or  part  of  their  income 
from  Agribusiness. 

Agriculture,  as  the  keystone  of  Pennsylvania's  Agribusiness,  today  supplies 
unexcelled  farm  products  to  the  nation's  major  commodity  markets,  many  of 
them  less  than  75  miles  away.  Economists  predict  an  even  more  important  role 
for  the  state's  farmland  in  the  future.  They  foresee  Pennsylvania  as  the  bread- 
basket of  the  "Eastern  Megalopolis,"  a  crescent-shaped  area  from  Boston  to 
Norfolk  that  is  expected  to  become  one  vast  community  with  population  in  the 
multi-millions.
